They are drilling 
irith the highest type of com- 
pressed air drills, using all the la- 
ter improved Rooky Mountain 
deep mining machinery tliat the 
heat Denver inechnni( s produce. 
We were told last Saturday that 
the thaft and drifte were in aolid 
flnor spar, with lead disseminated 
throughout, This product will 
likely be jigged, the galena going 
to the lead smelters and the fluor 
■par sold to the steel works, glass 
iwodnoers and aoid works. Messrs* 
Drake, Barnea A Oa, of Olev^- 
land, Ohio, deserve more than or- 
dinary credit iu bringing to a suc- 
neaafnl iaene eaoh a handaome pro- 
ducer. 

About Mexico station, on the Il- 
linois Central eight miles South of 
ICafloa, active work has never cea- 
aed duriiiR the winter months. 
Kight and day Uuor spar has been 
Im^endown, waahed and carted 
to Mexico station, wliere Mr Bibbs 
haibeen kept busy making out 
weighing certificates and loadiuK 
«tra for the North and South, and 
even the Dominion of Canada has 
become a regular consumer of our 

Crayneville, the suburli tlint 
Major Clanaents drove over on pur- 
poee to aee, ia the ahipping point 
of the Hodge mine. TliisnUohns 
been a busy place during the win- 
ter m9ntha. The Ho^, under 
the owe of i(r< Bll|Mt> Squiers, is 
a heavy prodooer and shipper, the

enamellere. There haa been oon* 

BidHrnt)lo prospecting done during 
the past few months on other parts 
of the company't. pr o pe r ty, and a 
very strong body of gravel spar, 
similar to that of the Yandell mine 
has been eatabHabed. AetlTe work 
in improving the transportation 
facilities to the railroad station, 
which of course means cheaper 
production on board cars, will be 
commenced shortly and continued 
until Crayneville is in touch with 
the mine. 

Major Haas, of Salem, has l)een 
quietly but persistently introdnc- 
ing into the I. C. freight cars at 
Mexico tone of gravel floor spar 
from his property in that vicinity 
called the Asbridge mine. The 
quality ia first-oUse and the pres- 
ent demand seems to be greater 
than the combined production of 
all of our flnor spar properties; in 
fact the North and East saem to 
have adopted the motto, "You 
can't get too much of a good, 
thing" and are aoting aooccdingly. 

Several prospect shafts are be- 
ing put down near the Mexico sta- 
tion, on the Myeraland. One nu' 
der the direction of Oolonel Jim 
Henry, of Mnrion, shows very 
handsomely in tluor spar and hea- 
vy galena diaaeminated through- 
out the spar. While the Colonel 
thinks some of the land in that 
immediate vicinity ia too poor to 
raise an umbrella on ho bus ^ront 
contidenoe that poor laud produces 
flne mineral; in other words, you 
get (I Iwltor crop from the lower 
side. .V shaft is also being put 
liov 11 on a great vein of barytes, 
oloBo to the Illinois Central rail- 
road, Iho h.irytos Iwin^,' exposed in 
the deep cut just south of the sta- 
tion platform. Tbelllinoia Oen- 
tral is soninwhnt rcnii.sH in lonvinj.; 
Mexico totally unprovided, so far 
ns depot faoilitiea are concerned. 
It is not at ail t ondncive to n 
man's moral status to b« compell- 
ed to^rait for a train that happens 
to lie an hour or two late, when he 
is exposed to the various kinds of 
weather that Mexico can produce 
when aba feela like it. One'e 8nn- 
day school inatmotions are apt to 
be forgotten, and the fourth letter 
of the alphabet ia need in all kinda 
of waya. 

Major Haas is keepins his drills 
hot in the great lead phowing of 
the Eagle iiuor spar property at 
Salem. Ae stated in •these col- 
umns some weeks since, the vein 
of galena is much greater than an- 
ticipated at the flnt sliowiBg. 

The Chicago Minihg Company 
at the Bigham mines near Marion 
depot, oommenoed drifting Mon- 
day morning. The aolid veiu of 
fluor spar at 75 feet is much den- 
ser, more compact and of a higher 
per oentage in oaleinm fluoride 
than the vein at the top indicated. 
The color of the spar has gradual- 
ly changed from nearly a black 
color to that of a light gray. A 
second shipment from this vein 
was made last week.* ^'i^^Jtt 

It is understood that the Moro^ 
ing Star, at Salem, is not only 
holding its own, but if possible 
improving. A recent writer iu a 
trade paper atated that at Salem 
one entire shaft product was solid 
fluor apar, analysing 99.85 of cal- 
cium fluoride. It'e too bad that 
this fifteen hundredths of one per 
cent, was not alao calcium fluoride 
It puts one in mind of the old la- 
dy who was taken suddenly ill at 
the age of ninety nine yeais and 
ten months. When told by her 
phyaiciui that aba conkl not aor< 
vive but a fesv hours she beca ne 
extremely agitated, and when gent- 
ly laroinded that ah* had aliMidjr.

that she had always wanted to liye 
long enoogh to tonoh ''par." 

That the interest in our district 
is growing is evidenced by the nu- 
merous arrivals of men who want 
to aee the gronnd for tbemselvee. 
All possible facilities are offered 
the new arrivals, and as we are 
sure the ownereof mUieral bear- 
ing lands will meet such people at 
least half way, and that many a 
abaft will be pnt down before the 
cloee of summer. This work 
means inucli to the business men 
of Marion in a iinancial way; al- 
together too mnohletjontinoethat 
pessemistio disposition regnrdin^r 
our mineral veins, that from time 
to time baa been noticed in the 
past. Next to enthofiieBr over 
our veins, let us have good roads, 
good water and electric lights on 
oar atfMla. 

For the benefit of onr outside 
readers who may be intereeted in 
the development of our mineral 
resources, and to those who desire 
to become interee t ed in tbia dis- 
triot the following may be of ser- 
vice: The mineral is found in fis- 
sue and contact veins Himiiar in 
all respects to those of the oxtroine 
West, and it is developed on the 
aame general linea; that ia, by 
ainking aproHMot ehaft on the 
vein. If the mineral warrants, 
which so far has been the almost 
universal rule, putting down a 
straight working shaft, drifting to 
the mineral bearing vein and raia- 
ing the ore through the working 
shaft. Tlio ores found in gener- 
ous paying quantitiua uro those of 
lead and zinc. The zinc ores be 
ing aino blende, oarbawtea f' > 
silicates, showing an extremely 
high per centage of zinc iu all 
three, the gangne or foreign mat- 
ter is generally tluor spur or lime 
in the shape uf calc spar. Much 
of the zinc blende, that is, zinc 
similar to the Joplin production, 
is in such massive form, and s(j 
free from other material that the 
snieltere will buy it, paying a gootl 
price for the aame without the 
usual Joplin procesa of washing 
or concentration. Hand dressing 
will remove most of the calc and 
tluor spar from zinc of this char- 
acter, rendering it marketable 
without the great expenae of erect- 
ing mills for concentration. The 
ordinary Joplin Jig will separate 
the lead from the spar, making 
both artiolaa aaleable commodities. 
The mineral veins are of groat 
width and ^;onerally strongly tilled 
The land is owned in fee simple 
by the residents, who are largely 
engaged iu tobacco and live stock 
raising, as well as in the usua 
small grains. Leases can be niado 
with an option clause giving the 
privilege of prospecting and de- 
velopment at a small stated price 
per ton of mineral shipped. To 
this is usually added the price per 
acre at which the title to the land 
may be obtained within a given 
time. The mineral leases run from 
ten to twenty-five yeara. The laud 
owners offer every facility to the 
man who wants to mine our min- 
eral and care very little about the 
man who wants to mine some other 
man The climate is mild, the 
people very hospitable, wages for 
miners and helpers range from 75c 
to 11,50 ijerday, of 10 hours. For- 
ty per cent, dynamite ia aold in 
eingle ceaee at 18o. per pound. 
Other mining appliances cost 
about equal to Joplin prices. 
Board ranges from IS.60 per week 
upwards. A man having but little 
money but full of days work can 
come to Marion and make a good 
atake in twelve montha by procur- 
ing a mining lease on royalty rang- 
ing from OOo to $1.50 per ton, ao- 
eoiding todlitMM from the rail- 
fond;

Tmo Ktates, Il!inoi>i and Oliin. have 
between 4.000.000 and .'i. 000.000 inliab- 
ltant«. lIlilLola took the li-ad from 
Ohk> la the een«u« of 1800. InlS80th« 
poattiona were exactly rererted, though 
neither atate at that time hadiuiywhare 
sear 4,000,000 people. 

Texai and Miiiourl are the two 
atates which number between 3.000.000 
and 4,000.000. Miasouri had better look 
iiut for her laurela. Texaa haa durln«r 
the paat decade leaped to within 60,000 
•f aa large a population. These two 
atat«« are ahowing a remarkably rapid 
growth.

Of these, mttd indeed 
of all the states. Oregon and New 
Hampshire are the nearest to a tie, the 
former having the lead by less than 
S.OOO, the actual difTererce being 1,- 
•j8. The District of Columbia has a 
lead over the state of Utah of scarce- 
ly more, 1.000 being needed by the lat- 
ter to mike a tie. It la to be noted 
that four of the 13 original itatei are 
within tha number having a population 
•t leaa (ban 1,000,000. These 4 states 
ara Connecticut. Rhode Island, Ktw 
Hanpshire and Delaware. Vermont, 
Ihe Arai atate to be admitted after the

Indiana holds second place In the 
matter of phenomenal incresse in pop;

Illinois it third In this olassiflcation 
of the states. Its population now num" 
heriug over 30* Umes what it did in 
18I«. The dote proximity of tbesa 
three states is worthy of note, aa also U 
their slmost simultaneoua acttlemeat.

i'lie order in rank of thtse >i.itcsha.s 
considerably changed since the tir.-t 
census, beiiif; now as follows: (1)

sachuiietts. Hi deorgia, (i) .North Cat- 
olina. (•)) .New .Jersey, (T) Virginia, (H) 
.South ( J rolii;a. (0) .Mar\ land, ( HI) ( on- 
necticiit. (11) Rhode Uland, (U) >«w 
Hampshire and (13) Delaware. 

Pennsylvania and Delaware are the 
only ones among the original states 
at the present time holding the same 
relative rank in population as in 1790. 
i'ennsylvania is the only one hotdini,' 
the same absolute position, being 3<l 
now as in 1790. Delaware is now 46th 
in rank among tha prcaeat atatasand 
territories. 

In 1790 Virginia wee irst among the 
states, and New York 6th. New York 
is now first and Virginia la Tth among 
the original itatea and ITth among all 
the states and territories of the union. 

<jeor)(ia has made the most notable 
leap auioiig the original states in the 
matter of rank, being 11th in 1790, and 
4th now among the original states. 
Another notable fact in this same con- 
nection is that in 1790 the population 
of the trrrit<>r_\ now embraced in the 
state of .M.iine and Ihe pojnilation of 
what i^ now N'eMinaii. in each case ex- 
I'erded ill inin;ber the population of 
(ieoi^ria. (ieorfriiL i^ still llth in the 
i-oluinn of Btates. at in ITUO. ami .Maine 
has been rele;;ate(l to iliith Jiluce and 
\'ei iuont to 4(tth. St il I anol li er notable 
fact is the rate of (ieor^:ia's (,'ro\*th 
in the past. 110 ycar.s as compared with 
the rate of growth of the other states. 
Ueorgia's present population is ju>t 
under 27 times what it «as in 1T90. 
The nearest approach to ttiis among 
the 13 states is iu the case of .New York, 
whose population is about 21 times 
what it was when tha flrat aatloaal 
census was taken.

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All of .Vorth Dakota'aSOconntleahare 
increased in population In the paat lo 
years. Wella count.r haa increa^d by 

nearly 600 percent.; three other coun- 
ties (Billings, .McLean and Pierce), bjr 
nearly 5U0 ])er cent. The state has 73 
incorporated citiea, towns and Til- 
lages. 

The population of .Nel>ra-ka is more 
than it7 times as larj^e as that given for 
I S60. the first year in which Ihe po|nila- 
t ion a [ijiea !> i n I li c ceiisim repor t . There 
are alioiit II people to each square 
mile. One i-onnty (Itoyd) ha« shown in 
the last decade a jdienonienal increase, 
the ])oi)Ulation now ij'in;,' neatly 10 
times greater than in J8'J0. .Nearly 
two-flfths of the counties of the 
state have shown a dtcreaae. One 
eounty (Hooker) shows in the census 
report an increase of only 0 for the 
decade. Lincoln haa a population 
orar 3 timea as great as in 1880. 
Omaha'a adrance has not been nearl/ 
ao great, but South Omaha haa grown 
very rapldljr, and mostly in tha paat 
10 yeara. Thia latter city Is over three 
timea aa great aa la 1890. 

IlUnoia haa an area of 50,000 square 
milea, and for aaeh aquare mile (land 
surface) there ara 80 InhaMtaata. 
The paat decada haa seen • grtat- 
er Inereaa* In population than any 
prerioua decada in tha hiatory of 
the st ate. Thia increase haa lacked less 
than 5,000 of being 1,000,000. Only 6 
counties out of the 103 bare showrn a 
dccrense in population. All the rest 
have show n a rather steady advance in 
the deeade. There are 9.10 incorpo- 
rated cities, towns and villiiKCs in llli- 
no'^.

Increased iu population tince ISIK). 
Tha largest increase is in Hen- 
nepin county, the lar^rest percentage 
of increase is that of Deltrumi, whicli 
ahawa a population 3,433.3 per cent, 
larger now than 10 years ago. The 
state numbers 447 incorporated cities, 
Tillagea and borroughs. Three ciUea 
(Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth) 
hare orer 85,000 inhabitants. In 1860 
Mlnnaapolla had S,504 against her pres- 
ent population of 908,718. St. Paul had. 
in 1850. 1.118 InhabiUnta against the 
present ahowlag of 103,005. Duluth

It ia a curioua fact that, in a state 
that now haa 1,270,159 more inhab- 
itants than In 1890, over a third of 
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flrst appeara in the oenkus report in 197o 
with a population of 3,131; now that 
city has 52,989. 

Indiana baa on the average 70 peo- 
ple for every one of Ita 88,910 aquare 
milea of land aurfaoa. Thara are 92 
countiea In tha atate, an4 T8 of theae 
have a larger population now than 
in 1890. Indlana'a populatioa la more 
largely rural than either of the 
states which bound It aaat and weat. 
It haa but 399 incorporated cities, 
towns and villages. Indianapolis ia 
the oldest of the principal cities of 
the state, hnvinf^ In IMO only 'i.i^i 
inhabitants. There are 4 other cities 
havinjf a population exceeding 23,000. 

low a has only one out »)f its 'J'.l 
counties which has not shown an in- 
crease in po|mlalioM during the past 
111 years, 'ihe total land aurfaee of 
the state is 5.''),475 .s(|uare miles, the 
iivcniffc number of persons to the 
squari! mile being 40.

Nevada ia the one state in the union 
of all the atatea and tcrritorlea which 
haa lost la population aince 1890. The 
decraiwa haa aaMuated to >,4W. 
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the counties ahould have shown a 
material decrease. Yut such is the 
caae in New York btate. Out of 01 
counties 22 have shown decreases ag- 
gregating something over 30,000. .Six 
of theae 22 counties have each had a 
loaa of over 2,000 in populatioa, R 
a loaa of over 1,000, and 8 other ■ of 
leaa than 1,000. Ona oouaty ahowa a 
daereaae of only 00, aaother of 113, 
while a thIM had a loaa of 100. Naa- 
sau la a new oouaty aad tha raturna 
conaequently ahow aalthar daoraasa 
or Increase. Thirty-eight •evaties 
have shown an increase. 

POINTS ABOUT ALASKA. 

Alaska has almost doubled its pop- 
ulation in the past 10 years. 

A curious point about this increase 
is that the increase of the northern 
diatrict has almost equaled the en- 
tire population of the southern dia- 
trict at the time of the census of 
1890; and coincidentally the popula- 
tioa of the aouthera diatrict Increased 
by Juat about tha aatira aumber of 
people who wera at that aama tiaia 
ia tha aorthera diatriet.

A\ hih- saloons are being suiashed in 
another <iuurter of the country, all 
unlawful ubuse of the liquor selling 
pri>ilege will be prevented here by 
the striet adiniiiistrHtion of the stat- 
utory law.s by tim guardians of the 
peace. There will be no selling of 
whisky altar midnight, nor on Bun- 
daj-B, at any point uor under any cir- 
cumstances. 

One of tba farorlta devices of men 
of means baa baoa to organiie aoeial 
•luba, luder the gnlse of tow, and the 
•ttthoritlea have recogniaed certain 
rights of aiMh alleged cluba. But that 
la now a matter ot paat history, of 
the recent paat. The ehief of police 
baa decided that not even in these 
alleged cluba shall liquor be sold at 
nnseasonableand unreaaonable hours. 
This la an innovation which has stag- 
gered msny of the staggerers who 
have been accustomed to suppose 
tliut the law-a of the land applied to 
ii!! others than thmcaelves. From 
htttccXerth the men with dollars 



to burn will have no more right to 
assassinate their physical strength 
by the unlawful use of alcoholic poi- 
son than the poor and ignorant who 
dissipate their earnings while those 
dependent upon them for food and 
elothing MufTrr In obscurity and mis* 
erable silence. 

Truth telling la not always po|mlar. 
but sometimes men who are required 
to portray real life in the national 
capital are expected to tell the whole 
truth without evasion or indirection. 
This story of the determination of 
our chief of police would be incom- 
plete without tha bald statement that 
cluba and hotels have long been in 
the habit of violating tha laws. Po- 
licemen have been permitted to se- 
cretly get their whisky in dark corrl-

dors sdjoiuing the barrooms of ho- 
tels. They have been admitted by 
kitchen cntrancea to club rooms, and 
have been served with whatever they 
might choose to order. Then, with 
the poison in their stomachs, they 
have been deaf to all that they might 
otherwiae hear. 

There are and always have been all 
sorts of clubs here, the naming of 
which would require reams of paper. 
For two or three years there waa a 
press club In this city, but it died al- 
most seven years ago; died under the 
hammer of an auctioneer. Xone of 
the leading correspondents were 
members of It when it was sold. It 
had fallen into the handa of men who 
used it as a gamblers' den, a whisky 
den. a home for indigent and weak- 
lings, who were alleged to be news- 
))aper men, a place where whisk.v 
i iiidd lie obtained at all hours and on 
Sundays; and. iniral)ile dictu. all on 
credit. 'I'lo' end was inevitaldi-. and 
the auctioneer had the best of it— 
lietter far than the unfortunate cred- 
itors. 

'I'lo'i'- liavi' been eonpri's>ion,i 1 idnb? 
in alino~l e\i ry hoi. l. In tlie^e places 
liii'n o,-i iip,\ inir hii;h oflicial positions, 
one of llii in a spiaUer of the house 
of rt-pri-senl at iv es. palliereo iiiplitly 
for p.iinlilinp and drinkinp. Noliody 
in the hotel, except the proprietor, 
would know of the existeiue of the 
congressional club. Nevertheless, 
there would bo niphtly ineetinps. 
where cards would lie shtiftled until 
early luorninp. where wine would be 
kept constantly opening, and where 
liirge HtakcK of money would con' 
stautly change hands. The hotel bar 
rooms were opened all day Sunday 
and those who were patrons during 
the week were welcome on the Sab- 
bath dsy, although the front doors 
and blinds were closed. Probably it 
i.'< so in other cities; it certainly has 
been so in this city for many years. 

Then there have been army and 
navy clubs, metropolitan, athletle ami 
other clubs, within the walls of which 
all laws have been aet at dellanee. 
lUit Chief Sylvester has closed all of 
them, witfiout the use of a hatchet, 
'i'lie governors and managers of all 
uf the clubs know that he will en 
force the law. They all know that he 
can invade their preclncta with de- 
tectives whom they would not sua 
pect; and that when he Issues a po 
lice ordi-r or repulatlon he will sleej) 
lessly fiifon-e the edict. Tlierefore 
lhi \ are not tiyinp to evade the or- 
der! 

Till' polici rin n who have liein pro- 
li<'linp till' holids lia\e been piven 
warninp, and Ihi'V must fidtill their 
foni lions faithfully or lose Iheir po- 
sitions. I niiilr ntally this will pive US 
a sober |i dire fon e in those locali- 
ties, altlio\iph il must III- adndtted 
that e\en the pidicrim ii in hol<'l pre- 
rim is are known to liave been always 
on the prudential side of their cups, 
albeit they have taken their regular 
drinks without expetise to themselves. 
I!ul no man. in uinforin or otherwise, 
is capable of performing liis best 
functions while alcoholic poison 
courses through his veins. 

In telling the truth about the con- 
gressmen and their clubs it would be 
unfair to permit the people to sup- 
pose that all congressmen spend their 
time and their money in dallying with 
'welu, welb und gesang." Nor are all 
of them given to gambling. But It la 
trutb to say that quite a number of 
them have been so babltiuted from 
time Immemorial, in tba brief history 
of our republic.
